Group I, claim(s) 1-5, 7-13 and 19-21, drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a bacterial 
autoinducer inactivation protein, expression vectors comprising it, cells transformed with the 
vector, a method for increasing disease resistance in a plant or animal by transformation and a 
method of isolating the nucleic acid. 

Group II, claim(s) 6 and 14-17, drawn to bacterial autoinducer inactivation protein, 
compositions comprising it, and a method for reducing bacterial damage to a plant or animal by 
topical administration. 

Group III, claim(s) 18, drawn to a method for screening bacterial isolates for autoinducer 

inactivation activity. 

Group IV, claim(s) 22-25, drawn to a method for screening a bacterial cell for changed 
biological function. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: They do not share a special technical feature. 

The technical feature shared by the Groups is a bacterial autoinducer inactivation protein. 
This technical feature is taught by Hwang et al (1995, J. Bacterid. 177:449-458, cited in the PCT 
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examination report), who teach TraM, which suppresses the homoserine mediated Tra 
autoinactivation system in Agrobacterium. Thus, claim 1, among others is not novel, and the 
technical feature linking the groups is not special. 

Group IV is a second method of using the nucleic acid of Group I.
